WAS MEDIA PYLE 


VICTIM OF MURDER? 


Freeport, 111., Juno 17. — The cor- 


cner's'Verdict" rendered ia the case of 
16-year-old Media Pyle, whose body 
with that of -Mrs. John Young was 
found in the Pecatonica river, con- 
flicts with .the theory of a double sui- 
cide, and implies that Media Pylc was 
murdered. The verdict is that Media 
Pyle was rendered unconscious by un- 
known parties and came to her death 
by being forced into the river. Death 
by drowning is the verdict in regard 
to Mrs. Young. 


The verdict sanctions a general be- 


lief that Miss Pyle was knocked un- 
scious and thrown into the river. Mrs. 
Young was not blamed by the jurors 
for the girl's death. It was not thought 
Mrs. Young would have been able to 
kill'Miss Pyle had the two entered a 
suicide 
compact 
and the 
younger 


backed out. It is thought that if Miss 
Pyle was murdered Mrs. Young also 
met death unwillingly. Search has 
been begun for two strange young 
men who were seen in company with 
Mrs. "Young and Miss Pyle the day 
before the bodies were found in the 
river. 


DREAD CHOLERA NOW 


MENACES RUSSIANS 


St. Petersburg, June }7. — The anx- 


iety caused by the danger of an epi- 
demic of cholera is growing. A dis- 
patch from Sosnovice, Poland, reports 
that deaths from cholera are occur- 
ring daily there, and throe suspected 
cases arc reported at Tula. The au-

of the Chinese. 


President and Secretary of War 


Are Accused of Deliberate Vio- 
lation of Law—Attack Made 
By Taft on Exclusion Act Is 
Bitterly Resented. 


San Francisco, Cal., .June 17— The 


Building Trades Council, n 
1 a big moot- 


ing last night adopted a .'(.-.solution re- 
plying to the statement made by Sec- 
retary of War Taft, in a speech at Mi- 
ami L'nivcrsity, Oxford. Ohio, in favor 
of removing pome of tin- restrictions 
of the present Chinese exclusion act 
and declaring that the Chief Eexocu- 
tivc and Congress should ignore the 
alleged unreasonable 
demand of the 


icoplc of California for exclusion. 


The statmcnt adopted by Council is 


as follows: ''The 
Honorable Secre- 


tary of War did not, perhaps, speak 
ex cathedra, but we have, neverthe- 
less, the right to expect trom such a 
high official that lie should not advo- 
cate violation of law and disregard for 
the will of the poeple. 


"It is indeed unfortunate that men 


at the- head of the government so far 
forget themselves and their country as 
to urge that the law ot the nation 
might be ignored by the very officials 
who are sworn to uphold it. The lead- 
ers of California may or may not bo 
unreasonable' and 
'extremely 
popu- 


lar,'-but they do know the needs of the 
Pacific Coast States. 


The slur that the Secretary of War 


throws on the people 
of 
California 


when lie accuses them ol being preju- 
diced, goes but to prove his colossal 
ignorance of the question he is en- 
deavoring to discuss. 


"The people of California know tho 


Oriental coolie bcMcr than any other 
foreign people on earth. We have had 
10 years' experience with him. Our ob- 
jection to Chinese, Japanese and Kor- 
ean coolies is not rooted in prejudice 
or race hatred, but it springs from the 
lirst law of nature—sclf-prc.-crvalion. 


"Is it. right for the Chiuf Educative 


to brush aside the Chinese exclusion 
act? Is it right for Congress to sell 


portion of the 
community lor 
a 


price? Is it right for America to sat- 
isfy the manufacturing interests 
at 


the expense of all other industries?' 


Copies of the resolution were order-
